Subject? Alfred SORTER — 15 April 1948 — Telegram sent to Geneva, 
Swltaerland, International 138, signed BARBU (the signer of this 
telegram is probably BARBU NICULESCU, private secretary to Gen- 
eral NIGOLAE RAPE3CU. 

P« 16— Ginfidentlal Informant T*3 advised the Bureau on M^ay 11, 
1948 that he had received information that among the members of 
the Board of Dire^^ors of the Roumanian-Amerlcan Economic Cor- 
poration are VIORED TILEA and-GRIQORK 6A7ENGU, former Rumanian 
Foreign Minister* BRUTUS COS'TE, a former Rui^nian diplomat and 
close associate of general Mlcolae RADESCU, allegedly receives 
|250,00 monthly from thV. corporation for having prepared reports 
on conditions in Buoiaania; Confidential Informant T-3. stated that 
MALAXA is financing General RADESCU in his attesqpt to organize 
his own Rumanian reslrtance movement. ‘ In return, RADESCU 
has supported MALAXA' a request for an extension of his Thilted 
States visa. 

P« 17— Informant stated that MALAXA had converted DAVILA and 
General NICOLAI RADESCU to. his plan for a strong Rumanian resis- 
tance movement, in opposition to GREGOU BUZBSTI, a member of the 
Central Committee of the Riunanlan Peasant Party, MALAXA, through 
DAVILA and RADESCU, was trying to gain control of the Rumanian 
Peasant Party resistance movement in the United States. 

P* 32-3—. • . in an article appearing recently in the »C\irierul 
Roman,' anti-Govemment Roumanian periodical published in Prance, 
General HADESCU is quoted as having promised MIRCEA ELIAD that 
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be vould arrange for aereral aobolarehlpe to be given to nerltorious 
atodenta in F^oe. It la further reported that upon the General* a return to Aranee 
from Hew fork, he informed ELIID that aeholarahlpe af 6,000 rvanoa per month each 
had been granted for twenty studenta, to be reooanended by the 'Aaaoelatlon of 
Rumanian Studenta In France, * headed by Serin ^naa. • • 

P» 33-*-^* TUBl atated that at this time he la able to cany on hia activltlea In 
the ”Aree Rumania Movement'* unaided by outalde financial aaalatanoe, and that he feels 
that he vlU continue to be able to asaoolate vlth his collaborators In the *Aree 
Rumania Movement” without seeking any financial assistance from any outalde source. 

He Indicated, however, that other meoibers of this Movement, namely, General 
BABESCO and Mr. CharlM BA7ILA, are not so financially well off. • • 

?• 3S-«Ve8paslan FSIiLA (Rumanian Representative to the Iblted iatlona) also atated 
that M4LAXA la helping General RAPESGIT and by so doing he has antagonised the other 
Rumanian groups In the IhilteddStatea. . . 

P. 39— Confidential Informant T-10 stated that General Hlcolal RADESCG, former 
Premier of Rumania, la a loyal Rumanian, but due to hia advanced age he has become 
rather eenlle. Informant explalxied the apparent frlendahlp between RABBSCG and 
MALAXA by stating that RAPSSCU has been receiving money from MaOA. . . 

P. 64 — Confidential Informant T-12 stated that after the Germans were driven fyom 
Rumania MALAXA was again placed in full control of his factories. Informuit could 
not eocplaln wby RAPBSCG and other loyal Rumanians permitted this to happen, except 
to say that they were apparently willing to forget MlLAXA*s peat activities la the 
interests of rebuilding Rumanian econoajr. . . 

P. 69— Confidential Informant T-14 atated that he believed General RAOSSCH only 
acoepta money MALAXA in order to aend It to the Rumanian reftigeea In Parle. 

He atated he has heard that MALAXA baa recent3y dlmlnahed his contributions for 
these refugees. * . 

P. 78— (Re Seizure of MALAXA* a pipe factory by the Ruaalans) : MALAXA then went to 
see General RAPESCG, the Romanian Prime Minister. He promised to do all that he 
could but suggested that MALAXA might be able to bribe aomebo^T* • • 

P. 87-8— Both CRET7IAHU and 7IS0IA1VU are very much opposed to the formation of the 
Rumanian Rational Comnlttee of Liberation headed by General RADESCU, because they 
fehl that if such a eemittee Id: formed they will have to put the $500,000 at the 
dlapoaal of the Committee. 

MALAXA atated that 7150 lAHH and CHETZIARU are fighting him and spreading false 
information about him because they know 'that he, MALAXA, Is backing BABESGU. Accord- 
ing to MALAXA, these two individuals wo^ild do aching in their power to force him 
to leave the United States, thereby romovlng RADESCIPs financial support. . . 

P. 89-90-^*(ALAXA stated that 7AHARU was a childhood friend of MANOILESGU, a well- 
known Iron Guardist bsA pro-German Rumanian. • . (7AHARIA) has always been very pro- 
American and pro-Rrltish, In ordar to prove this point MALAXA pointed out that 
7AHARIA is a very good friend of Nicolai RABESCG. . • 

P. 90— (MALAXA) atated It is entirely possible that General RADESCU has established 
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thM« soholATships with BOtttQr ^^ieh hm, MfcLAU, bas glTen to hiau Hov«vw, ho ropootod 
that ho kaovo nothing oboot those ooholarohlpo and ho aoror quoatlena RAOBSCR about 
vhat ho dooo vith tho noiMar ho gifoo hln« • • MLAXi otatod that ho has boon glTlag 
aoasgr to Oonoarol RASBSC^S Florol THJSi and aoforaX othor RuionTaTw ^so aoMo ho 
eanaot ronaod>or but that ho doos not eoneorn hlnsolf vlth idiat thsx ^ vith this 
noMir* • • 

F. 92— MALAZ4 oxhlbltod a eopj of a lottor ttom Goaoral Hlcolal RARBSGG to tho Soo- 
rotaty of Stato, dated Augoat 16, X9Ad» ^hls lottor doals vith tho denial of an 
oottonalon of K&LAXi*s tIbo and Gonoral RiSEBSCR atatoa, ”I havo ropoatodly aakod that 
this stsgr bo grantod as thla gonUanan'a vorh, la of groat oalno to us.” RAOBSCU 
ahkod for condidoratlon for IttLlXA, both as a politick rofUgoo and as a dlaplacod 
pooraon. Ho pointed out that HIIAXA had Just h^ a najor operation and had not eo»> 
plotol/ roeoTorod. RAOESCU stated that MiLAXl la the only Rqnanlan vho baa ‘ 

offeetlrely helpod and la still heT^lng hla displaced oountrynon. RARBSCU also states 
that MAT41A has placed hlnsolf at his disposal in his f 1|^ against Cosmunlsn and has ' 
bolpod RAOBSCIT to organise a reslstaneo nnegaoBt In Rmssnla against the Casawmlst '
